According to other dispatches, the 
cruiser Askold is also at Tsingchou, but advices to the German foreign office do 
not include her. 

\Another Russian cruiser and a torpedo-boat destroyer are reported as near ~ 
Shanghai, and four battleships are off the Saddle islands, about 70 miles south- 
east of that port. Cheefoo reports say that one Russian torpedo boat was cap- 
tured off the Chinese coast and Tokio hears that a number of the vessels'ot the 
squadron have returned to Part Arthur. 

The German foreign office has given instructions that the uninjured Russian 
warships at Tsingchou must leave port within 24 hours.

The big captive balloon at the World's 
Fair collapsed Friday afternoon at 1

Contrary to general expectations, but ac- 
cording to the predictions of the owners of 
the balloon, as soon as the gas began es- 
caping, the monster balloon sprea® out like 
a parachute and gradually descended.

The balloon had been to the limit, 700 
feet, and was being brought back to earth, 
when the gas, expanded by the heat, caused 
a rip 2 feet long in one of the seams. The 
gas escaped rapidly. Cochran realized with 
horror that in but a moment there would 
be no gas remaining in the big bag, — 
he believed was all that saved him fro 
pefng dashed to the ground. 

Gradually the balloon settled out its 

folds to form an immense parachute and 
down it went with the basket beneath. 
It touched the. ground so lightly and so 
slowly that the occupants had plenty 
of time to step out of the basket and out 
of the way of the settling canvas. 
‘ "Intense excitement was created in 
all parts of the grounds, as the falling 
balloon attracted the attention of peo- 
ple from every direction. With one ac- 
cord they rushed to the spot where 
it seemed certain the balloon would 
settle, expecting to see the occupants 
dashed to pleces, but Mr. Cochran 
stepped from the basket with smiling 
face, declaring that his experience had 
been a most enjoyable one. 

So slowly had the balloon settled that 
he had become accustomed to the sen- 
sation, and when he found that a para- 
chute had been formed and that there 
Was no danger, he enjoyed the experi- 
ence,

Boy Baby’s Advent Today Not Only Makes the Succession 


to the Throne Certain but Restores the Empress 


to the Favor of the Emperor. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 12,—A son 
and heir to the Russian throne has been 
born. The empress and the child are do- 
ing well. The birth occurred at 12:30 this 
afternoon. The child will be named#Alexis. 

The Emperor and Empress of Russia 
(formerly Princess Alix of Hesse), who 
were married Nov. 14, 1894, had previous 
to the birth of the child today, four 
daughters—Olga, born Nov. 3, 1895; Ti- 
tania, born May 29, 1897; Marie, born 
June 14, 1899, and Anastasia, born June 
5, 1901. 

They have for some months, in antici- 
pation of the event today, been residing 
at Alexandra Villa, at Peterhof, the sum- 
mer palace. 

The villa, so called, is situated in one 
of the most beautiful parks in Russia, 
about one and a half hours’ ride from 
St. Petersburg on the, Baltic railroad, 
which runs northeast from St. Peters- 
burg to the shores of the Baltic, extend- 


ing as far as Riga. In the park are sév- 


eral lakes, at the end of one of which is} ~ 


the “golden staircase’—marble steps cov- 
ered with real gold. _ 

The Queen of Greece, sister of the dow- 
ager empress, a great favorite with the 
Russians and the other members of the 
imperial family, assembled at Peterhof 
early last month and have been there ever 
since. Daily large crowds of people nave 
also gathered at Peterhof for it seemed 
as if the whole nation was drawing near 


to the sovereign. 


BORN IN SMALL PALACE. 


\ The birth so greatly wished for, that of 
at heir to the Russian crown, occurred not 
in the great palace at Peterhof, but in the 
Alexandra villa, one of a group of four 
small palaces in a secluded torner of the 
magnificent Peterhof Park. 

In one of these buildings the empress 
had been living for sime time. The other 
three are occupied by members of the im- 
perial family gathered there in expectation 
of today’s event, including the empress’ 
mother, the Czar’s two sisters, the Grand 
Duchesses Xenia and Olga, his brother, 
Grand Duke Michael, and other relatives. 

The Alexandra villa is a much more 
private spot than the grand palace. The 
warm brown tinted buildings, in the cen- 
ter of which rises a tall, square watch 
tower, are set in a thick forest of oaks, 
beeches and lindens, hiding them from 
view on every side except towards the 
Gulf of Finland, whose waters almost lap 
the foundation of the nearest shoreward 
building. 

The people throughout Russia, notably 
the clergy, have been praying for an heir 
to the throne and the famous Greek 
priest, Father John of Cronstadt, has re- 
cently been visiting the Alexandra villa 
at intervals to join in the prayers. 

From this section of the park the pub- 
lic had been excluded for days past, waile 
a short mile down the coast ~ children 
romped and shouted under the deserted 
windows of the big Peterhof palace, and 


crowds of visitors gathered each after- 
noon to watch the marvelous fountains, 
second only in all Hurope to those of 
Versailles. . 


CEREMONIAL AT BIRTH. 


The birth of the heir to the throne was 


attended with all the ceremonial or- 
dained by imperial tradition. In accord- 
ance with the Russian law, there were 
present, besides the Emperor, Baron Fred- 
ericks, tne master of ceremonies, and 
Prince Dolgorouki, the grand marshal of 
the court. Dr. Rott was the physician 
and Dr. Hiruch was the surgeon in at- 
tendance. 

Dr. Rott personally announced the 
birth of the heir to the awaiting imperial 
family. A formal announcement will be 
publisned in the Official Messenger. An 
impemal salute of 101 guns was subse- 
quently fired, first from Peterhof, and it 
was then repeated by all the forts around 
St. Petersburg. 

The christening of the heir will take 
place in a fortnight. It will be a cere- 
mony of the most elaborate sort. In acz 
cordance with Russian imperial custom, 
it will be performed in the imperial 
chapel of tne Peterhof palace, credited

MEAT STRIK 


How the Labor Leaders Carry on the 
Relief Work Among the Families of 
the Men Who Have a Right to 


“Benefits.” 


FOOD, NOT CASH. IS GIVEN 
AND PLAN IS IMPROVEMENT 


Many of the Strikers, Who Had Spent 
All Spare Time in Saloons, Learn 
Joys of Fireside Life Through Ne- 
cessity. 


——————— 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

_ CHICAGO, Aug. 12.—An unusual proceed- 
ing in strike troubles and one which nos 
called forth much commendation, was the 
decision of the stock yards labor leaders 
not to pay benefits in cash, but to use ino 
funds for the purchase and distribution Gf 
food and the necéssaries of life for the 
families involved. It is reported that the 
resuit has been gteatly improved condi: 
tions in the homes and a heavy falling off 
in the patronage of the saloons. 

As a rule, labor. organizations provide 
that strikers shall receive from $5 to $$ 
@ week each in cash as a benefit while 
they are deprived of the income whidén 
they would have received for their work. 
It is said that in many cases much of this 
has gone to saloons and needy families 
have suffered as a consequence. 

To avoid a repetition of this experionce 
im other trades and to conserve their re- 
sources as much as possible it was agrecd 
upon by the leaders of the butcher work- 
men to look first to the actual needs of the 
homes. Practically the only money given 
out has been for the payment of rent. The 
plan has been unpopular with the sal‘on- 
keepers, but has made the members of the 
strikers’ families more loyal to the cause. 
Many instances are told of want and desti- 
tution which have been relieved. They 
refiect the conditions in the homes of ihe 
stockyards. district. 

The commissary department for the as- 
sistance 6f those needing food is said to 
have been put on a systematic basis by 
which all are well supplied. It Is declared 
that no one affected by the strike need go 
hungry. Depots have been established at 
street and Ashland avenue, 
Forty-seyenth street and Gross avenue, 
and Forty-seventh street, near Halsted. 
From these points baskets are filled for all 
who have properly accredited ecards. Flour, 
sugar, rice, potatoes, coffee and other sta- 
ple articles are furnished. As the strikers 
have been paying dues into the union 
treasury during their membership It Its 
considered a business transaction to claim 
supplies and is not looked upon in the light 
of charity. 


Distress Until Relief 
System Was Established, 


The worst of the distress came in the 
first few days of the strike. It is admitted 
by the leaders that before the commissary 
was well organized there were hundreds 
of cases of families on the verge of want. 
All the funds in the treasuries of the lo- 
cal packing trades unions were handed 
over to the committee. and money has 
Beén received from organized Idavor in 
other trades. 

Instances of self-sacrifice and helpful- 
ness in the dwellings and of neighborly as- 
sistance which would delight the heart of 
Mrs. Wiggs of the Cabbage Patch have 
come to light with the development of the 
struggle in ‘“packingtown."’ Hiow the fam- 
ily circle has been affected by the three 
weeks of idleness and the efforts made by 
each member to lighten the burden are in- 
teresting.

LYNCH TELLS HIS STORY. 
The inquest over the body of John Mohr 
was conducted by Deputy Coroner Dr. Will- 
iam H. Freudenstein. The first witness was 
Detective James W. Lynch. He said: 

“I was on my way home, 3528 Pine street, 
about 11:30 o'clock Wednesday night, walk- 
ing west from Theresa avenue. I saw a 
man coming east on the same side of the 
street, but paid little attention to him. 

“Just as he came alongside me he hit 
mé on the head with a revolver, cutting my 
left ear. He never said a word to me, nor 
I to him. 

“After striking me, he ran into William 
Lonefgan’s yard at 312 Pine street and 
leaped over the lattice gate which screens 
the side entrance. ; 

“I immediately fired two shots at him 
and then jumped over the same gate in 
pursuit of him. 

“While I was run g& toward the gate 
two shots were fired d I felt a stinging 
sensation in my right arm, but hardly re- 
alized at the time that I was shot. 

‘Across the street a heard a watchnman’s 
rap on the ror and, supposing that ‘t 
was John Mohr, I called to him to ‘come 
over. 


‘MOHR’S INSTANT DEATH. 


“He knew how to unlock the gate and 
was just starting into the passage when I 
called to him to look out. Another shot 
was — immediately and Mohr pitched 
forward, face downward, and never uttered 
a word. He was shot through the heart 
and must have died almost instantly. 
‘The man ran through the rear yard and 
escaped. He left ind a panama hat, 
which was found later in Mr. Lonergan’s 
rear yard. 

“A crowd of neighbors soon gathered. I 
went to a drug store at Grand avenue and 
Pine street in search of a physician for 
myself, leaving the body of Mohr in charge 
ef those nearby. 

‘The man who shot me and killed Mohr 
wore a blue or black suit of clothes, with- 
out the vest.”’ 


OWNER OF HAT TESTIFIES. 


Stories of their actions and what they 
saw immediately after the shooting were 
related by William Lonergan of 3612 Pine 
street, A. B. Ewing, Jr., %17 Pine street; 


W. M. Stephenson of Leesville, Ark., and 
B. T. Murphy of Eldorado, Ark., World's

“As soon as I read in the Post-Dispatch 
the story of the Killing of Watchman 
Mohr and saw that the hat bearing my 
name was mentioned, | went to the Mis- 
scurl Athletic Club to get my brother, 
and together we went to the Four Courts, 
where I told the lice al] I knew. 

“The last ‘time 1 saw Ryan was between 
4 and 5 o'clock last Wednesday afternoon. 
He had just left the Dewdrop saloon and 
was walking east on Olive street toward 
Leffingwell avenue. 

‘Bight or ten days ago Ryan entered the 
saloon when I was there, Eb - and cov- 
ered with mud. He said he had failen 
from a street car. He had a bundle that 
looked like clothing. He seemed to be in 
pain, and asked me if I would go with 
him tovhis room at 2918 Olive atreet a'.:. 
carry. the bundle. I did so, and then ae 
parted. 

“Somebody asked him if the street 
conductor took his name, and if he 
pected to sue the Transit company. 

**Yes, he took my name,’ Ryan an- 
swered, ‘but I gave him a bum steer. I 
don’t want any damages.’

General Inau tion of the New 
Movement Will Be Made Jan. 
1, 1906. 


The subject of an. eight-hour labor 


day for the printing trades to be 
formally and effectively inaugurated 
Jan. 1, 1906, occupied the principal attention 
of the delegates to the International Typo- 
graphical Untfon convention, who opened 
their fifth day’s session at World's Fair 
Convention hall at 10 o'clock Friday morn- 
ing. 

As a preliminary to this morvement it 
was proposed to levy an assessment of 


one-half; of one percent of the salary of 
all union printers, in order to provide the 


funds necessary to carry it into general 
effect. 

When the recommendation was apn- 
nounced several delegates stated that their 
unfons had already secured this conces- 
sion, and they would be giad to do the'r 
share financially and make the movement 
an international one. 

Delegate Kidd objected to the naming 
of a certain date two years ahead whion 
the eight-hour day should be proclaimel, 


taking the position that duli times or other 
unfavorable conditions might preclude ef- 
fective action. 

@ proposition met with favor from 
many of the delegates, who dwelt on the 
fact that to insure results it was necessary 
to fix a definite time at which their de- 
mands should be made. 

The resolution providing for the eight- 
hour day precluded, however, those em- 
ployers who had contracts with the print- 
ers extending beyond January, 1906. 

he convention adopted the resolution by 
A practically unanimous vote. 

hen President Lynch called the con- 

vention to order Friday morning, a large 


tardy delegates’ began to arrive later and 
by noon practically all of them were on 
hand, 

The first order of business was the re- 
port of the various committees. 

Relative to the establishment of a RwOV- 
ernment type foundry, or rather the gov- 
ernment Ownership of a type foundry, an 
unfavorable report was made. The com- 
mittee selected to pass on this matter re- 
ferred to the investigation made a year 
ago and said they could offer no feasible 
Suggestions looking towards the establish- 
ment of the foundry project at this time. 

The report of the committee on “union 
labels,"’ embracing the informatién that the

CHEEFOO, Aug. 12.—At 3:30 o’clock this 
morning the Japanese torpedo-boat destroy- 
ers Asashio and Kasumi, which entered 
the harbor under cover of darkness last 
night, sent a boarding party against the 
Russian torpedo-boat destroyer Ryeshitelni 
which had previously been disarmed by the 
Chinese. 

After a fierce fight, the bearding party 
hoisted the Japanese flag on the Ryeshitel- 
ni and towed her out from the harbor in ~@ 
northerly direction. Of her crew of 47, 17 
have been accounted for. Capt. Shestakov- 
sky is reported killed. 

Seven swam ashore near the American 
consulate. Some were picked up by Sam- 
pang and three, including a lieutenant, 
were rescued by a lightship. 

The Japanese say they sent in a gig to 
the Ryeshitelni under a flag of truce, with 
a Heutenant and interpreter, who made a 
demand that the Russians go outside and 
fight. The Russian captain replied that his 
ship had been disarmed, her engines dis- 
abled and that the whole matter was in the 
hands of the Chinese. The Japanese were 
asked to investigate the disarmament. Ihe 
Japanese interpreter says he overheard the 
Russian captain give a hurried order in a 
low tone, the words not being distinguish- 
able to the interpreter. Immediately follow- 
ing the captain seized the Japanese lieu- 
tenant and jumped overboard with him. 


Meanwhile the Japanese destroyers had 
their searchlights turned on the Russian 
ship. From the deck of the lightship ob- 
servers could see this act, which was fol- 
lowed by the shooting of rifies and sabre 
strokes and Russians jumping overboard. 

Rhe fighting had lasted 10 minutes when 
antexplosion followed. The explosion blew 
away the main bridge. but did no damage 
to the hull. The Russians by this time 
were mostly all overboard. The Japanese 
at once hoisted their flag. Presently a 
searchlight from the Chinese cruiser Hai 
Chi disclosed a Chinese cutter alongside 
the Asashio. It remained there only a 
minute and went alongside the Kasusi, 
where it stopped an equal length of time. 
The cutter then returned to the Hai Chi 
The inaction of the Chinese fleet is unex- 
plained so far. It is believed serious inter- 
national complications will result from the 
incident. 

There are unconfirmed stories tn circu- 
lation that the Japanese fired at the Rus- 
sians when they were in the water and 
that they refused to rescue any of them. 

The disarmament of the Ryeshiteini was 
completed last night and her flag was

Quarters Makes Rich 


While the East St. Louis packing house 
strikers are losing money by their enforced 
idleness, their commissary committee is 
making money, 

It is no large amount that this commit- 
tee is gathertng in; but it is particularly 
gratifying to the strikers because it gives 
them an additional argument against the 
meat trust. 

The commissary committee is buying cat- 
tle and dressing beef on its own account. 
Two weeks of this work has demonstrated 
to John Smith and Patrick Moran, who 
head the strikers, that they can give half 
the beef to the strikers’ families and still 
make a profit on every bullock by sélling 
the residue. 

Fifty bullocks have been purchased by 
the committee since the strike began. Half 
the meat, in evéry case, has been given 
free to strikers’ families. The rest has 
been sold. The hides and tallow will also 
be sold. The sale of half the beef alone, 
Mr. Smith says, haw in each case exceeded 
the purchase price of the bullock. 

But what pieases the strikers most in 
this connection that this small profit 
enables them to show conclusively to the 
public the large profits to the packers, 


GIVING AWAY HALF. 
“Today we bought 11 head of cattle,” 
said Mr. Smith to the Post-Dispatch. ‘‘We 
paid $2.50 per hundred pounds for each of 
them. Each steer weighed nearly 1000 
pounds.

$25. We will kill this animal, dress him 
ning Separate the forequarters from the 
hindquarters. The forequarters we will 
distribute to the strikers’ families. The 
hindquarters we will sell. For this we will 
get 9 cents a pound. The hindquarters, 
however, do not represent 500 pounds, half 
the weight of the steer. 

Allowance must be made for the shrink- 
age in weight when the animal is killed 
and dressed. But the hindquarters of a 
Steer weighing 1000 pounds will certainly 
weigh 300 unds. This, sold at 9 cents 
a pound, will bring in $27. or $2 more than 
paid for the animal. Then the animal’s 
hide and tallow will bring in about $10 
extra. This gives us a profit of $12 on 
each steer, besides permittine us to feed 
a number of dependents.”’ 

In comparing this statement with the 
System of the packers, the strikers give 
—, following explanation of the latter’s 
system: 


PROFIT 116 PER CENT. 
“Say the packers buy cattle at the same 
price—a 1000-pound bullock for $25—for the 
sake‘of argument. They usually buy them 


at a lower figure because they get in huge 
lots. But, say they get.a 1000-pound bul- 
lock for $26, they do not spend more than 
a dollar in having it killed and dressedl. 

“They sell the beef at wholesale and, 
therefore. do not get the retail price that 
we are getting for our hindquarters. Take 
% cents a pound as a fair average of what 
they get for both forequarters and hind- 
quarters, The same allowance for shrink- 
age would give them 600 pounds to dis- 
pose of. 

“That would net them $45 for the bullock. 
Add $10 for the hide, tallow, etc., and you 
have $55. Deduct the cost/of the steer, 
$25, and the dollar for killing him, and the 
packer makes $29 per steer clear profit, or 


116 per cent on his investment.’’

with being the most magnificent chapel in 
Russia. 

Incidentally, Fr. John, who is worshiped 
by the people and who has great infiue- 
ence over the Emperor, is said to have 
stated to_his majesty before his first 
daughter was born that the Emperor would 
have seven daughters before he would 
have a son and that the eighth child of 
the empress would be a son. This proph- 
esy was firmly believed by the Russian 
people, but happily is shattered today. 


NATION IS REJOICING. 
There is greatrejoicing, therefore, among 
the people of Russia. 

In the palace of the ruler 
sias, the joy can hardly be |magined. Not 
only does the birth of the’ boy assure a 
peaceful siccession, but it also brings about 
the perfect-union and accord between the 
Czar and the Czarina whose relations, long 
as to excite the admiration of 
the world, had been strained recently be- 
cause a son had not been born to them. 
Indeed, there had been gossip that the 
drama of Napoleon and Josephine was 
about to be re-enacted—that the Empress 
would be divorced so that the Emperor 
might enter into another marriage. 

The Czarina had become a victim to 
profound and growing melancholia. 

To add to her despair, a noted physican 
of Vienna, who had made a study of her 
ancestors, had reported that for some hun- 
dreds of years the women of her stock 
have been greatly in the preponderance, 
that the mothers had families chiefly com- 
posed of daughters. 

Her woeful countenance and her absent- 
mindedness to the point of gloomy silence 
in the company of others strengthened be- 
lief in the rumor that the Czar was 6&e- 
rously thinking of taking the advice of 
high church dignitaries to divorce his wife 
in order that he might marry a woman 
whose children would not all be daughters. 
The disfavor into which she had fallen 
with the Czar extended to the people. 
Persons outside this country cannot com- 
prehend the eagerness of the Russians for 
an heér to the throne, as no woman can 
reign in Russia while the male line holds 
cut. One powerful reason for wishing a 
son born to the Czar was to have a peace- 
ful succession. It was feared that the 
Czar’s rather frail brother, Michael, heir 
presumptive, might not live long, and that 
if Nicholas passed away without an heir 
the empire might rent by strife between 
his four uncles for the throne. 


PRIESTS URGED DIVORCE. 


So the Russian ehurch authorities, who 
had power to divorce and who suspected 


that the Czarina’s enforced conversion to 
their so-called orthodox was not sincere, 
pressed the “autocrat of all the Russias 
to put her away. The Czarina’s lot was 
made still unhappier by numerous courtiers 
whose enmity has been aroused. Being the 
daughter of Queen Victoria's favorite 
daughter Alice, she inherited or acquired a 
good many of her grandmothers ideas 
ubout propriety and reform. 
Soon after the lovely and widely popu- 
lar Princess Alix of Hesse became Cgzarina 
Alexandra Feodoro, she saw a court lady 
smoking in the palace, and remarked loud 
enough for the offender to hear that she 
regarded a cigarette in a woman's mouth 
as offensive as an oath in a man’s. She 
forbid any lady in the court to smoke in 
her resence—although ~her own sister, 
Srenk Duchess Serge, smokes like a iloco- 
motive—or even to near her with the 
smell of tobacco on her garments. There- 
upon the women began to aspitefully call 
her “The German” and “The Englishwom- 
an’’—for, in tastes and habits, she is more 
English than German—and the men soon 
echoed the epithets. 
Mogeover, many once high officials had 
their grievances.

court figure, Prince ‘Sandy’ en apt 
was turned out of the position of grand 
master of ceremonies by the Czarina be- 
cause she regarded his airs and those of 
his peculiar wife as insufferable.

WELCOM 


ES THE HEIR 


The so-called Russian system which pre- 
vails, not only in the Muscovite empire, 
but also in Holland, Greece, Bavaria and 
Wurtemburg, provides that all male heirs 
to the throne shall take precedence over 
the princesses of the reigning house, and 
that none of the latter shall come to the 
throne until the extinction of the male 
line. Only then could the rights of the 
oldest daughter of Emperor Nicholas be 
taken into consideration, and _ the littie 
Grand Duchess Olga would naturally have 
come before all other princesses of. the 
imperial house of Romanoff, since the su:- 
cession of women is regulated by the de- 
gree of proximity of relationship to the 
kemperor who reigned last. 

At present there are 2 or 30 grand dukes 
of Russia, who would have to die without 
leaving male issue before the little Grand 
Duchess Olga could have come to the 
throne. She would, however, have come. be- 
fore her aunts, Xenia and Olga, daughters 
of the late Czar, and sisters of Emperor 
Nicholas, and likewise before the widowed 
Duchess of Coburg and Edinburgh, the only 
sister of Alexander Ill. 

Russia has not always had the succession 
to her throne governed by this system. It 
was discarded by Peter the Great in orde- 
to disinherit his disobedient son Alex!: 
and he decreed that the succession should 
be determined by a testamentary dispo- 
sition of the sovereign. This plan was fol- 
lowed unit] the early part of the preserit 
ceritury, Alexander bequeathing the 
throne to his youngest brother, Nicholas 
I, disinheriting the latter’s seniof, Con- 
stantine. Nicholas himself, taking note of 
the fact that emperors bequeathing a 
throne invariably bequeathed a civil war 
at the same time, reverted to the system 
discarded by Peter the Great, and which is 
in force today. 

Grand Duke Michael, who loses a throne 
by the baby’s birth, and who was born 
Nov. 26, 187%, is slightly taller than his 
elder brother, but did not inherit the stul- 
wart proportions and colossal stature of 
his father. The stories that the grand 
duke is possessed of such a _  =super- 
abundance of physical strength that he is 
forced to indulge in great boxing bouts, 
as Alexander III did, to keep himself in 
proper condition, are ridiculous. He takes 
after his mother rather than his father, 
and resembles her alike in face gnd in 
sliightness of figure. He was his father's 
favorite, and the one person in the em- 
pire who had the audacity to check that 
stern autocrat and to laugh in his face. In 
the course of the last trip of Alexander 
III to Copenhagen he was reposing one 
warm afternoon on deck on a low couch, 
endeavoring to snatch a few moments’ 
peace. 


MAN WHO LOSES THRONE. 


His siesta was disturbed by Michael, who 
persisted in leaping over the couch, not- 
withstanding the protests of the Emperor. 
At last, thoroughly angered, Alexander ex- 
claimed, “It is the Czar who commands 
you to stop this."" Instead of being im- 
pressed thereby, Michael s . 
tickled by the comic aspect of the air 
and simply threw himself on the deck and 
rolled over and over, sc with 
laughter. Michael has always had a tend- 
ency to make fun of everything, to see in 
all things the humorous feature, and has 
a disposition to ridicule and use sarcasm. 
If he had become soverel the people of 
Russia could have looked for a ruler of 
somewhat the same character as jovial 
“King Hal” of England, who, according 
- 7 sgh was wont to take a merry view 
oO e. 

In late years he had become so frai] there 
was talk of his abdicati his claims in 
favor of Duke Vladimir, hehe would prob 
ably have put his own son om the throne 
and contented himself with the tremendous 
power of the regency.

Former Philippine Governor Says 
Japanese War Is Growing Bur- 
den on Russia, 


Major-General Wesley Merritt, U. S. A., 
retired, declares that Rusgia has had 
enough «var, In his opinion, jand is about 
realy to welcome terms peace with 
Japan if she can secure thém without dis- 
honor. 

“There is a large peace party in Russia,’’ 
he said Friday, “and it is growing stronger 
all the time. The Japanese have shown the 
Russians that they are wonderful fighters. 
In my opinion, the Rugésians will never 
drive them into the sea, as they boast. 

“Of course, In time Russia could mobilize 
a larger army than Japan in Manchuria, 
but. it is a question whether’ Russia will 
care to risk go great an army in that coun- 
try.” 

Gen. Merritt, who was at one time mili- 
tary governor of the Philippines, considers 
the cutlook bright for the islands and their 
people. 

“I think the United States government is 
disposed to give them autonomy as soon 
as they are capable of governing them- 
selves, but I do not think we ought to give 
them up altogether. 

"When Dewey captured the Spanish fleet 
a certain obligation rested on us. The Ger- 
mans would then have been very glad to 
secure the Philippines.’ 

Gen. Merritt comes of a family of Demo- 
crats. He declares Judge Parker a strong 
candidate, and says he considers he has a 
good chance to win. 

Gen. Merritt is in St. Louts to attend the 
celebration of Philippine day at the Fair. 
He is stopping at the Southern. Recently 
hs has been visiting a sister in southern 
lilinois. When a boy Gen. Merritt lived in 
Belleville, and was appointed to West Peint 
from there by Congressman Bissel, after- 
wards governor of lilinois, Gen Merritt is 
tall, stately and distinguished-looking and 
appears to be in perfect health.

Exposition Company Is Beginning to 
Receive Offers for Ruins of 
Buildings. 


EXHIBIT REMOVAL A BIG TASK 


More Trouble Is Anticipated in Get- 
ting Goods Out Than Attend- 
ed Their Installation. 


With the World’s Fair half over, officials 
>of the exhibits and transpertation depart- 
ments have begun to work out plans for 
the removal of the vast quantity of exhibit 
material composing the great Exposition, 

Inder the rules which have been issued 
for exhibitors, every article must be re- 
moved within 90 days after December 1, 
when the gates are finally closed. Storage 
charges will be levied against anything re- 
maining after March 1 

This rule has been made to expedite the 
task of cleaning up the grounds and pre- 
paring them for restoration to the city. 
‘Nhe destruction of the buildings will not 
begin until all the exhibits and furniture 
are out. 

J. EF. Teager superintendent of the Bu- 
reau of Expedition, estimates the exhibits 
received at 5000 cars. He says thi sis equiv- 
alent to 10,000 or 12,000 cars at the time of 
the Chicago Fair, as the capacity of Cars 
has doubled since then. 

The shipments going out at the close of 
the Fair will probably be in smaller con-~ 
signments than when they came in, as 
thousands of articles have been sold and 
will be billed to their purchasers. This 
will increase the difficulties of the trans- 
portation department. 

Officials of the department say the task 
of removing the exhibits within the speci- 
fied time will be even greater than that of 
getting them into place, which it was im- 
possible to complete before the Fair opened, 
hey expect a great rush and scramble on 
the part of exhibitors to have their goods 
removed early, and 5000 carloads al- 
most thrown at them at once they antici- 
pate confusion and trouble. 

Another harbinger of the end of the Fair 
is the activity of wrecking companies, sev- 
eral of which are said now to be negotiat- 
ing with the Exposition management for 
the contract of removing the buildings. 
The value of the lumber in the great struc- 
tures which will be available for future use 
is estimated at several million dollars,

FAIR HELPS ST. LOUIS TRADE. 


Mercantile Agency Reports Show In- 
creased Jobbing Orders Here. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—Reports to the 
International Mercantile Agency from com- 
mercial centers indicate increased distri- 
bution of merchandise in the West and 
South, with excellent outlook for a brisk 
fall trade. Adverse factors, such as strikes 
and crop damage, while curtailing local 
business in some parts of the country. have 
not been generally effective, - interfering 
little with business as a whole. For these 
refsons the outlook is encouraging, al- 
though trade igs apt to remain quiet until 
after election, when the outlook for the fali 
can be more clearly diecerned. 

Conditions in the West are especially sat- 
isfactory. Jobbers in dry goods, ciothing, 
shoes, men’s and women’s apparel are 
preparing for a heavy fall business. 

Advance orders are satisfactory and the 
outlook ig regarded as encouraging. In- 
creased travel to St. Louis is stimulating 
trade in districts tributary to that center, 
with the result that wholesalers are book- 
ing larger orders than usual. In territory af- 
fected by the excitement over the report- 
ed injury to wheat, certain branches of 
business have shown -some falling off, al- 
though the decrease has not been import- 
ant or very much below the volume in 
sight at this date a year ago. 

The South shows up well, with reports 
of excellent business at Louisville and sur- 
rounding country, which appears to be un- 
usually prosperous. Dry goods in that sec- 
tion hold firm with few price changes and 
collections satisfactory. Although quiet, 
the boot and shoe industry shows a heavier 
movement than last year, and increased or- 
ders for manufactured tobacco indicate 
strong conditions in the trade. 

More abundant rains in Texas have im- 
proved the outlook in that state, which 
reports satisfactory demand for wholesale 
hardware, dry goods and oceries. 

Salesmen for Baltimore houses show sat- 
isfactory results and jobbers in that séc- 
tion look for an increased number of buy- 
ers in the fall markets. Collections in that 
territory are reported to be only fair, with 
some concern over the outlook in clothing 
branches. 

Pittsburg reports a revival of hope in the 
iron trade due to better inquiry for future 
deliveries and gradually stiffening prices. 
Far-reaching disturbances is not expected 
to follow the cut in billet prices which one 
producing concern this week promu!gated, 
and unless unforeseen obstacles are encoun- 
tered there will be disruption of the s0- 
ealled billet pool.

The notes 
were in denominations of $™%) and $10, and 
were sent by United States treasury of- 
A:iais to the bank by which Taylor was 
employed. Taylor receipted for the notes 
and passed them to another employe. La- 
ter when the notes were hunted for they 
could not be found. 

In July Taylor came to St. Louis, and 
after passing about $2 worth of the notes 
on which he had forged the name of the 
president and cashier of the bank he was 
arrested. 

After his confession Taylor returhed the 
unused notes to the cashier of the Citizens’ 
Central National Bank of New York and 
gave his personal check for the 43200 to 
make good the difference between the 
amount of money found in his possession 
and the sum stolen. 

Since his arrest Taylor has been in jail 
at the Four Courts, and he was taken 
there after his sentence Friday.

ARBITRARY RULE IN MANILA. 

Several months ago the supreme court decided, in a libel case, 
that the constitution did not extend over the Philippines. The 
editors—O’Brien and Dorr—had to take what law was made 
for them in Manila. 

They have been put in prison for six months and must be-| 
sides pay a heavy fine. 

One of these editors says the judge who presided at the 
trial told him that he (the judge) was not governed in making, 
his rulings “so much by the merits of the case in law as by the 
exigencies of government.” 

Exactly; the man who brought the action was a native mem- 
ber of the Philippine commission, He had previously brought 
an action against the editor of a Spanish paper for libel and it 
was for printing the proceedings in this trial, without comment, 
that the two Americans were prosecuted and punished. 

The case has a bad look. The accused men were not only 
deprived of their rights as American citizens. If the statement 
of the judge’s admission is true, they were not granted the 
benefit of the Philippine law, whatever it may be. They are 
victims of arbitrary power. 

Americans must keep out of the Philippines if they wish to 
save their liberty. But if the American government acts thus 


arbitrarily in the Philippines, how long will it be before a 


President with a big stick finds a way to do the same in the 
‘United States? Once treat the guarantees of liberty with eon- 
tempt anywhere and they will surely lose their vigor every- 
where.

Perhaps the most striking point in Judge Parker’s speech of acceptance was 
his declaration that, if elected, “I shall not be a candidate for nor shall I accept a 
renomination.”’ 

This positive pledge is quite different from the merely academic avowal of Mr. 
Cleveland in his first letter of acceptance, in favor of a single term for the Pres- 
ident—an opinion that did not prevent him from accepting two subsequent nomina- 
tions and one re-election. 

The controlling reason given by Mr. Parker for this position—that ‘“‘no incumbent 
of the executive office should ever be placed in a situation of possible temptation to 
consider what the effect of action taken By him {fn an administrative matter of great 
importance might have upon his political fortunes’’—shows his high estimate of the 
presidential office, whatever may be thought of his decision from a personal and 
party standpoint. There has been a general feeling among the people that ‘‘one good 
term deserves another,’’ and it is evident that a President who has so administered 
his great office as to merit the approval of his countrymen is not only fhe ‘logical 
candidate,’’ but is much easier to elect than a new candidate would be. 

Nevertheless there is great force in Mr. Parker's contention “that the interests 
of this country are now so vast, the questions presented are frequently of such 
overpowering magnitude to the people that it is indispensable to the maintenance of 
a befitting attitude before the people not only that the chief magistrate should be 
independent, but that independence should be known of all men. 

The World has long and urgently favored, on this and other grounds, a con- 
stitutional amendment extending the term of the President to six years and mak- 
ing him ineligible to re-election. 

It cannot be denied that the course of President Roosevelt has been such as 
to give point and weight to Judge Parker's reason. 

If Mr. Roosevelt had not been a candidate for a second term would he have 
issued the usurping pension order adding thousands of veterans to the already 
extravagant and corrupting pension list? Would he, if he had not been a candidate— 
‘crazy for the nomination,” as somé of his own partisans say—deemed it noces- 
sary to placate with patronage and promises such antagonistic spolismen as Piatt, 
Odell, Payne, Addicks, the Pennsylvania gang, and the other politicians. whom 
he had denounced and fought in the day® when he was free—and a reformer?

Some facts and theories of interest tend- 
ing to contravert the disheartening show- 
ing made by Mrs. Flora McDonald Thomp- 
son in her paper on “Women in Indus. 
try’’ in the May number of the North 
American Review are contributed to the 
August number of that periodical by Dliza- 
beth Carpenter. 

There is a fatal flaw in all statistics 
which contrast the maie and female forces 
in the industrial world, or anywhere else 
for that matter, says Miss Carpenter. No 
true woman wants to be a man, any more 
than a virile man wants to be a woman. 
For all time they are simply—different; 
‘male and female created he them,’’ and it 
is aS futile to attempt to equalize them as 
it would be to make a deer love the ways 
of a lion or an eagle content himself with 
the scope of a wren. Each has a place, 
and that piace is final. Statistics, there- 
fore, which aim to prove that newly ar- 
rived woman fails to equal experienced 
man are no more fair than would be fig- 
ures which showed the superiority of the 
trained artisan over the raw apprentice. It 
is a plain truth that in the world of in- 
dustry, outside the domestic regime, wom- 
en are still strangers; they are merely be- 
ginners, apprentices; and it is centuries 
too early to attempt final conclusions as to 
their industrial acceptability when com- 
pared with men. 

Mrs. Thompson charges that “‘the effect 
upon the woman herself is to impair her 
physical fitness for maternity, and to sub- 
ject her to a false system of education, 
which mentally and morally unfite her for 
her economic office in the family.” 

But hae not this danger been, at least 
partly, realized and provided for? In 
France, we are told, the Council of Balu- 
brity determines ‘‘what branches of in- 
dustry a woman may engage in without det- 
riment to her health.

Heinze’s main battle of recent years has 
been againat the Amalgamted Copper com- 
pany, and in this he has received such 
staunch support from the voters of the 
state that he has been a continual thorn 
in the side of the great copper octopus. 

The keynote to Heinze’s “mining in the 
courts” was his keen foresight in the mat- 
ter of the “apex” clause. When he begun

THE COARSE GRAINS WEAKEN 


Not So Many Rust Reports—Foreign 
Markets Fail to Follow Amer- 
ican Boom. 


Yesterday's wild flare-up in wheat must 
have cleaned out the last short and a 
large amount of long wheat for account of 
the big bulls who have been back of the 
boom. Today was realizing day by a good

Dr. Waldo Briggs of St. Louis stated Fri- 
day that he will not be“Able tu complete 
his chemical analysis of the stomach of the 
late Mrs. Jones Watson of*~New \London, 
Mo., until early next week. 

A coroner’s jury that is investigating the 
death of Mrs. Watson met at New London 
today to resume its work. It had adjourned 
from July 28 in order to await the result 
of Dr. Briggs’ analysis. 

In view of Dr. Briggs’ unpreparedness the 
jury may postpone its investigations until 

New London is the county seat of Ralis 
County. It is about 12 miles east of Han- 
nibal. 

Residents of New London and Haxunibal 
and Paimyra are awaiting with much in- 
terest the result of the investigation. In-

Circumstances 
of the Death. 


They started out early in the evening 
and did not return.

They discovered Mrs. Watson's dead body 
in the river and Dr. Watson lying on the 
bridge unconscious. Mrs. Watsons face 
was partiy immersed in water. Next day 
Mr. fatson recovered consciousness. ie 
explained that the horse became iright- 
ened at a piece of paper on the roadway 
while crossing the bridge. The doctor said 
he was knocked unconscious when thrown 
from the buggy and did not Know what 
— to his wife. 

he funeral was held two days later. No 
inquest was held. 


There was insurance on 
her life to the extent of $30,000 

The day after the funeral, July 8, Dr. 
Watson departed from New London. 

Mrs. Watson was the daughter of J. J. 
Suter, a prominent resident of Palmyra, 
the county seat of Marion, the adjoinin: 
county of Ralls, on the west. 

After Watson departed Mr. Suter decic. d 
that the circumstances attending his 
daughter's death should be fully investri- 
gated. He demanded that the Rallis Coun- 
ty officials make an investigation. The 
result was the appointment of a coroners 
jury to determine the cause of Mrs. Wat- 
son’s death. 

It was impanneled July 28. The body 
was immediately exhumed and an autopsy 
conducted by Dr. Briggs, who had been 
called from St. Louis to New London, and 
was assisted by Drs. Kinder and Hildreth 
of 8t. Touis and physicians of New J.on- 
don, Hannibal and Palmyra. 

The physicians announced that they 
found no bruises, abrasions or broken 
ronos. They aiso announced that there was 
no water in the lungs. 

It was then decided to remove Mrs. Wat- 
son's stomach and have it analyzed. 

Dr. Briggs brought the stomach to St. 
Louis. He says the process attending such 
an analysis is necéssa@rily slow. 

Mrs. Watson was 4) years old. When 22 
she was married to Jones Watson. He be- 
longed to a family at New London equally 
as prominent as the Suter family was in 
the adjoining county. Both families were 
well known socially in Hannibal, which is 
midway between the two county seats. 

After his marriage Watson studied 
teopathy and several years ago they 
moved to Denver. where the doctor 
gaged in the practice cf his profession. 

During the latter part of June Mrs. Wat- 
son came to Missouri to visit relatives. 
Fhe stopped at Clayton on her way to 
Hannibal and visited the families of Judge 
McElhinney and Attorney Stevens. She 
went from Clayton to New London by way 
of Hannibal, and a few days after ghe 
reached New London Dr. Watson ap- 
peared. 

They had been together only a short time 
when they went out on their fatal drive.

stone that turns ‘‘base metals like unto 
gold.”’ 

For ‘“‘Bob” Mason is a counterfeiter, a 
past master in the art. He ie known by 
crooks and officials from coast to coast, 
and his pitcure is in every rogues’ gal- 
lery. For 40 years he has followed hi# haz- 
ardous trade so successfully that scores of 
government detectives have spent months 
tracing back the spurious coins to their 
deft-handed maker. Four times they have 
nabbed him, but his fourth sentence of w 
years now ending will be his last, for the 
sand in his glass is running iow. But ““Bob”’ 
would never admit it. 

“The last time I was sent to this prison,” 
Muson stated recently, “was for making 
phoney $20 gold pieces. Several of the colng 
were sent to Washington and assayed.. Sil- 
ver and several base metals were found, 
but the assayer was puzzled by a reddish 
substance, the nature of which he could 
not determine, and he never can. ‘That 
substance will not yield to water, wear or 
acid. Nothing but the crucible will sepa- 
rate it when once combined with a metal.
